It would be @ifficult im this country to tmagine 


the Christian church. ‘Their ideals are contrary. 
We think it is a fair estimate of the history of the 
United States to say that in nearly every instance 
it has gone to war only when the alternative was 
submission to something which at the time the 
country regarded as worse than war. 

In the dealings of one people with another right 
and wrong aré hard to distinguish at times, and 
particularly at the time when the dispute is on. 
Then the question is clouded by emotions and they 
have corisequences. In these days about all that 
can be asked of a nation is that it be sincerely 
peace loving; that it try to deal fairly and without 
aggression against other innocent peoples. This 
is the policy of;the United. States, apparent to 
any one who cares to look at it. 

It is altogether possible that such a policy will 
not keep America out of trouble, and the defense 
act recognizes that possibility. There is an easy 
reconciliation of ministerial ideals with that. The 
church and the state can both agree and the 
church does not sacrfice any of its principles. 

The ministers, in taking the stand they did on 
the defense test, are in agreement with the nor 
mal, decent, right living American citizen who 
believes that proper defense is right and not 
wrong. He believes in his nation, and he does aa 
understand people who disbelieve in it. It is pos 
sible for the church to alienate itself from his life 
or him from it. That is to the loss of both. Clergy 
and citizens are in a more helpful accord when 
the citizen's code of right is not inadmissible in the 
pulpit. 

When a citizen's conscience tells him his ways 
are not subject to reproach, he is not in accord 
with a clergy which reproaches him. There will 
be more men in the pews of the churches when 
thilantagonism has been ended. ~- 


HOW TO MAKE DEFENSE 


DAY EFFECTIVE. 

. Defense day on Sept. 12 was designed primarily 
as a test of America’s mobilization efficiency. . Its 
success as an annual practice will depend on keep- 
ing that purpose uppermost. Though patriotic 
exercises and amusements in charge of civilian 
committees are included in the war department 
plan, such trimming should not obscure the main 
idea. One day of efficient mobilization in charge. 
of the war department is by far the better adver- 
tisement of America’s defensive interests. 

There are July 4ths, Flag days, Patriots’ days, 
Memorial days for the civilian. Defense day should 
be reserved for the quiet mobilization of our mili- 
tary forces, active and reserve, into a national or 
ganization. As such it will be uniquely important. 
It will be out of politics. It will not antagonize 
any American. 

On one day in the year all men and women at- 
tached to our military and naval organizations 
should be subject to orders, Be they actives or in- 
actives, class 1 or class 6 of the reserves, one day 
should be reserved for their mobilization. Pro- 
vision for it might be well incorporated in the 
Defense act. That day should be Defense day for 
the army and navy alike. 

It is not too much to ask of the reserves or of 
the men who may employ them that this day be 
given in behalf of national security. Necessarily, 
there would be some exceptions, but, in general, no 
man is so essential in private life that twenty-four 
hours of his time cannot be given to his country. 
A living defense organization, not a skeleton, could 
thus be built up. And the appeal to men’s duty 
to support it would be stronger than an appeal to 
their desire to be amused. - 

The ulteflor effects of a day devoted annually to 
a test mobilization will be moré favorable to our 
defensive interests than a direct appeal to the 
civilian. For the latter appeal can hardly evoid 
being politically prejudiced. “It will aroube paci- 
fists, who would be less concerned in the quiet 
mobilization of men already connected with the 
services. It will be interpreted politically, and 
what should be a national day on which factions 
are forgotten in a technical problem will be an 
affair of partisan contention, as Messrs. Bryan and 
Davis have tried to make it at this time. 

Development of Defense day sliould take’ this 
course. All reserves should be subject to call one 
day in the year. That day should be a business 
like affair in charge of the military authorities.

SEES DANGER TO WORLD 
|_____IN CHINESE WARFARE |

TOKIO, Sept. 10.—* Responsibility for the present 
war in China rests with those powers whe have 
been steadily supplying China with arms for the 
last two years despite the international agreement 
against this practice,” George Bronson Rea, a Shang- 
hai editor, an authority on Chinese affairs and a 
member of Gen, Pershing’s staff in France, who 
has just arrived here from Manchuria, said today. 
“ Arms, munitions, and airplanes have been pour- 
ing into China and the situation now is the same 
as that prevailing in Europe prior to the war— 
every one ig anxious to draw a gun on the least 
provocation,” Mr, Rea ‘continued, 

“Now that war has begun no power te anxious 
to intervent. America cannot, Japan will not, 
and the other powers cannot easily do so. No one 
power has courage enough to intervene, while 
jontly they are not able to agree to let Japan do 
it, and Japan is best able. 

“The only possibility now is to ingist on the neu- 
trality of Shanghai and Manclruria, letting the 


Fu invaded Manchuria, violating the Japanese gone 
and resulting in the dispatch of Japanese troops, 
this would be likely to be the least of the conse 
quences entailed. Should Japan be compelled to 
take a step In China to maintain its position, it 
would serve only to raise the jealousy of the other 
powers. In that event a nasty international situa- 
tion would be produced. Then heaven only knows 
what would follow.” 

Mr. Rea says that America, Japan, and Great 
Britain have honestly lived up to the agreement 
not to supply arms, while Italy, Germany, Den- 
mark, France, and Norway have been openly. sup- 
plying them. French planes have been arriving 
in China in big numbers. 

“What is the use of international agreements 
when only some fulfill them?” he asked. “ What
